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Pakistani media. Urdu daily "Ausaf" has attributed Foreign Minister 
Khurshid Kasuri as telling U.S. "to give up apathy" and stop Israeli 
aggression (para 12) . Opposition leader Maulana Fazlur Rehman has 
called upon Muslim armies "to strike back at Israel" (para 13) , 
while the leader of right wing religo-political party Jamat-e-Islami 
Qazi Hussain Ahmad has asked Muslim states "to quit UN." (para 14). 
Newspapers over the weekend also report that Bush administration is 
rushing delivery of bombs to Israel (para 17) in the backdrop of 
joint Pakistan and Saudi Arabia call for an immediate end to Israeli 
aggression (para 10) .

(para 2) , while the same papers reports the tabling of a resolution 
by the "Congressional Caucus on India" against the deal (para 3) . 

Reports regarding U.S. denial of access to officials to Pak 
prisoners lodged at Bagram base was also prominently reported by 
media on Monday (para 5) as was the news over the weekend of 
reported U.S. decline to a visit of Pakistani parliamentarians to 
the Guantanam Bay (para 6) . End summary.
